/  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Scliool  Board  of  Dccrfield : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  herewith  my  sixtli  annual 
report.  It  deals  chiefly  with  organization  and  school  attend- 
ance, relative  costs  of  school  maintenance,  improved  facilities, 
and  special  activities. 

Organization  and  School  Attendance 

The  experimental  organization  of  the  four  primary  grades 
in  a  separate  unit  at  the  Parade  and  a  similar  organization  of 
the  grammar  grades  at  the  Center  has  proved  satisfactory  and 
is  being  continued  a  second  year.  The  better  adaptation  of 
methods  and  the  quality  of  work  accomplished  indicate  the 
advantages  of  such  grouping  by  grades.  This  has  been  effected 
at  no  appreciable  difference  in  cost. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  changes  have  occurred  in  your 
staff  of  teachers. 

Although  severe  weather  conditions  noticeably  reduced  the 
percent  of  attendance  and  increased  the  cases  of  tardinesses  in 
all  schools,  the  outlying  Pond  and  West  schools  continued  to 
lead  in  the  record  of  attendance. 

Relative  Cost  of  School  Maintenance 

State  statistics  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934, 
show  that  among  the  242  school  districts  in  the  state,  taken  in 
the  order  of  total  current  costs  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valua- 
tion, beginning  with  the  lowest,  Deerfield  stands  152nd;  the 
local  elementary  cost  being  $5.23;  state  aid  $2.38;  total  ele- 
mentary cost  $7.61;  high  school  $2.89;  other  current  cost. 
$0.86 ;  making  the  total  current  cost  $1 1.36  per  $1000  of  equal- 
ized valuation.  Deerfield's  corresponding  total  the  previous 
year  was  $12.03. 
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For  the  school  year  1933-34  the  average  cost  per  pupil  in 
the  schools  of  Deerfield  was  $76.76  compared  with  $80.70  the 
preceding  year.  The  state  median  for  1933-34  was  $72.46  per 
pupil. 

This  year  the  district's  legal  Hability  for  high  school  tuition 
has  been  reduced  from  $78.26  to  $73.81  per  pupil. 

Improved  Facilities 

The  necessary  replacement  of  worn-out  textbooks  has  made 
possible  the  introduction  of  more  up-to-date  materials,  par- 
ticularly in  geography,  health  and  science.  New  health  books 
by  Dr.  Winslow,  professor  of  public  health  at  Yale  Medical 
School,  and  Miss  Mary  L.  Hahn,  associate  professor  of  health 
education  at  Michigan  State  Normal  College,  have  been  pro- 
vided for  the  four  grades  in  the  Center  Grammar  School. 
New  Atwood-Thomas  geographies,  "The  Americas'"  and  "Na- 
tions Beyond  the  Seas,"  have  been  placed  in  the  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Grades  of  all  schools.  Craig's  science  readers,  "The 
Earth  and  Living  Things,"  have  recently  been  secured  for  the 
Fourth  Grade  of  the  Parade  School.  These  science  and  health 
series  will  be  introduced  in  the  other  schools,  when  worn-out 
books  require  replacement. 

Very  little  outlay  for  new  equipment  has  been  necessary. 
Six  new  ECLIPSE  adjustable  seats  and  desks  have  been  ad- 
ded at  the  Center  School.  These  replaced  primary  desks  that 
were  transformed  to  the  Parade.  A  dozen  juvenile  recitation 
chairs  have  been  purchased  for  the  Parade  and  Pond  Schools. 
Two  new  wall  maps  have  also  been  provided  at  the  Pond 
School. 

The  ten  double  seats  and  desks,  now  accommodating  sixteen 
children  at  the  Pond,  should  eventually  be  replaced  by  indi- 
vidual and  adjustable  equipment  similar  to  that  in  use  at  the 
Center. 

Special  Activities 

The  variety  and  permanent  value  of  socialized  activities  con- 
ducted by  the  Parade  School  were  exceptional  among  the  one- 
room   schools.     In   addition   to  participation   with   the   other 
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schools  in  the  exhihits  and  activities  of  Deerfielcl  Fair  and  in 
the  annual  health  program,  an  attractive  sign  naming  the  Par- 
ade School  was  placed  above  the  entrances  to  the  building, 
shrubs  and  flowers  were  purchased  and  set  out  on  the  grounds, 
a  complete  set  of  primary  playground  apparatus  was  iDought 
and  erected,  and  a  school  paper.  The  Reporter,  edited  and  sold 
by  the  pupils.  In  recognition  of  this  last  activity  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Teachers'  Bulletin  reprinted  for  its  hundreds 
of  rural  teachers  practically  the  entire  contents  of  the  Re- 
porter. Included  in  these  reports  you  will  find  the  financial 
statement  of  this  school  club. 

Through  your  School  Nurse,  whose  statistical  report  is 
printed  elsewhere,  first-aid  cabinets  have  been  provided  in 
each  school.  Through  the  use  of  certain  federal  funds  it  has 
been  possible  to  obtain  a  larger  number  of  corrective  treat- 
ments. 

Over  thirty  dollars  were  received  from  federal  relief  funds 
and  expended  for  hot  lunches  for  those  children  who  needed 
the  supplementary  lunch  but  were  unable  to  pay  for  it.  We 
have  been  assured  that  the  daily  milk  ration,  financed  by  a  fed- 
eral fund  last  year,  will  be  continued  this  year  until  the  first  of 
June. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  all  teachers  of  upper  grades, 
a  complete  battery  of  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  has 
been  given  in  Grades  VI  nad  VIII,  and  a  partial  battery  in 
Grades  V  and  VI.  A  profile  chart  has  been  made  for  each 
pupil.  These  charts  show  the  individual's  achievement  in  read- 
ing, vocabulary,  arithmetic  fundamentals,  arithmetic  reason- 
ing, English  and  spelling.  In  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades 
literature,  history  and  geography  are  added.  Since  these  tests 
were  given  at  frequent  intervals  over  a  period  of  several 
weeks,  they  are  a  valuable  index  to  the  pupil's  strength  or 
weakness  in  certain  studies.  By  appointment  the  Superintend- 
ent will  be  glad  to  discuss  with  interested  parents  the  results 
of  these  tests. 

Conclusion 

While  testing  for  facts  and  measuring  scholastic  achieve- 
ment are  valuable,  your  superintendent  and  teachers  are  in- 
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creasingly  aware  that  more  important  to  their  pupils  than 
trained  minds  stored  only  with  interesting  and  useful  facts  is 
the  individual  encounter  with  actual  experiences,  the  doing  of 
real  things  in  the  real  way,  the  habit  of  making  comparisons 
and  forming  judgments,  the  necessity  of  assuming  responsi- 
bility and  "carrying  on." 

Most  highly  appreciated  is  the  co-operation  of  parents, 
teachers,  School  Board  and  other  citizens  in  seeking  these 
higher  objectives  of  education.
